reduction on the rates for Georzia melons for 
the west, Truck raising has developed into a 
very important industry in this state and if 
given fair encouragement will become very 
inci more important. The melon growers 
can't, however, stand the advance 
of about twenty-five dollars 
a ear load which the railroads have put on 
them for this season. They could have made 
money this year at the rates of last year, and 
they planted a larger acreage, feeling assured 
that the rates would not be advanced and 
hoping that they would be lowered. After the 
planting this tremendous advance was made 
and the consequence is that many of the grow- 
ers have lost money and the industry has re- 
ceived a very serious cheeck.”’ ; 

‘But the’ railroads claim that they were 
forced by the western roads to make this ad- 
vance,” 

“That is absurd. I have no doubt that the 
western railroads have demanded the advance, 
and it may be true and doubtless. is that the 
Georgia roads protest against the advance, but 
if the western roads can force the Georgia 
roads to advance the rates on melons, why 
cun’t the Georgia roads force the western roads 
to advance the rates on meat and grain. 
Here we have our roads hauling meat that 
comes in competition with home 
raised meat and grain that comes 
in competition with our milling 
interests hauled in from the west at rates that 
practically paralyze those two local industries 
and yet when we talk of shipping melons to 
the westthe western roads charge us more 
than double what our roads charge them. In 
other words, the Georgia roads consent to 
bring in western grain and meat at half the 
rate that the western roads agree to carry out 
our melons. Nowifthe western roads force 
this high rate on melons why can’t the Geor- 
gia roads force the high rate on grain and 
meat? You see the thing is reciprocal and 
yet it don’t work that way ?”’ 

“You believe, then, that the Georgia roads 
could control the matter if they determine to 


’ 
do so? , 


‘‘l am sure of it. The 
of course has no right to interfere with any 
rates bevond the state line; but if every road 
in Georgia was to insist that it would demand 
higher rates on grain end meat unless the 
western roads consented to give lower rates on 
melons, they would very soon find that they 
could modify the situation. If they could do 
nothing else they might refuse to haul the 
western grain and meat and it would be a 
blessing for the state of Georgia. If you were 
to build a Khinese wall around us and forbid 
the importation of western graid and produce 
it would be better forthe state and I confess 
I don’t understand how our roads can let the 
we°tern roads dictate the rates for melons and 
at the same time dictate the rates on grain and 
meat, that is to say what they shall charge for 
taking our freight and what we shall charge 
for taking their freight.’’
